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WEST  VIRGINIA  TOKENS  TO  BE  DELISTED  FROM  CATALOG 


As  part  of  the  process  of  cataloging  the  merchant  trade  tokens  of  West  Virginia  for  a  book 
which  will  be  published  by  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  next  year,  one  of  the  things  I  did  was  to  review 
all  of  the  tokens  listed  in  the  Edkins  catalog  of  coal  scrip  which  didn't  have  the  word  'coal'  in  their 
legends.  As  I  did  so,  it  became  apparent  that  some  of  the  listings  definitely  were  not  coal,  while  others 
very  likely  were  not. 

Obviously  a  token  should  not  be  listed  as  coal  unless  that  is  what  it  is.  Therefore,  the 
companies  listed  below  will  be  listed  in  the  merchant  token  book  and  not  in  the  next  edition  of  the  coal 
catalog,  unless  evidence  is  forthcoming  to  prove  that  they  were,  in  fact,  coal  companies. 

I  have  only  listed  the  first  catalog  letter  used  by  Edkins  for  each  merchant.  Naturally  all  other 
listings  for  that  merchant  will  be  delisted  also. 

Correspondence  from  collectors  having  opinions  concerning  any  of  these  tokens  is  solicited. 
Listings  of  West  Virginia  merchant  trade  tokens  are  also  welcome.
